the early days of Indian rulers. In

But I still think this 
a pretty good world to hang around in, and what is money 
for but to spend and use as we see fit? We can’t take it 
with us. 
“So w*hat is to be done with the old man who has noth­ 
ing? Shall we take him out and shoot him? I know of old 
men here in Oklahoma City that have worked faithfully in 
the same jobs for years. It makes no difference how* efficient 
one of these men may be, when a change of management 
comes the new boss says, ‘Discharge that old man.’ 
“Such bosses don’t stop to think that they may lose their 
own grip some day. Sympathy is out of date in this age, 
when people, instead of doing as they would be done by, are 
out to do the other fellow before he does them.
